Annual Report of the School Board 


Or THE Town or SoutH NEWMARKET FOR THE YEAR 1886-87, 


Both the Town and the State Department of Public In- 
struction require of the school board an annual report. ‘The 
board respectfully submit the following. It will exhibit an 
account of the financial affairs of the district together with a 
detailed statement of the condition of the several schools in 
town. Some comments will be added upon the manage- 
ment of the schools and attention called to some of their 
pressing needs, 

THE TOWN SYSTEM. 

The new school law of the state went into effect March 1, 
1886. By it the local district system was abolished and the 
town system was adopted. Notwithstanding the change no 
radical difference has appeared in the practical working of 
our schools. 7 

The annual school meeting was held at the Town Hall 
March 16, 1886. H.Jenness Paul was chosen moderator 
and Edward J. Beal, clerk. J. H. Fitts, A. W. Richards 
and A. J. Neal were elected on the school board. 

The question having arisen as to whether the town or the dis- 
trict would be required to pay the salaries hereafter voted to the 
officers of said district it was | 

Voted that the matter be left to the school board to ascertain. 

The board are unanimous in the judgment that district of- 
ficers must look to.the town for the payment of their salaries. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The school board met at the Grammar school room, March 
20, 1886. Organized by choosing J. H. Fitts, chairman ; 
A. W. Richards, secretary; A. J. Neal, treasurer. Sub- 
committees; J. H. Fitts on superintendence, school books

and annual report; A. J. Neal on finance, repairs, fuel and 
school supplies ; A. W. Richards on Piscassic school. 

Voted To employ the same teachers and to pay the same wages 
us last year. 


REPAIRS. 

In accordance with instructions given the board, repairs 
have been made at the Grammar, Primary and Piscassic 
school rooms, and upon the outbuildings at the Centre. 
Your board are learning new lessons respecting the care and 
labor required in the proper supervision of the several school 
buildings and grounds, and in the timely purchase and de- 
livery of fuel and supplies, as well as in tbe various other 
emergencies which so frequently arise. Such matters de- 
mand constant attention. There is apt to be trouble some- 
where every day. Our report will show commendable activ- 
ity along this line. 


FURNACE. 

At the Grammar school building, old, chronic defects of 
the furnace have developed themselves with unwonted per- 
sistency. The furnace has been tinkered, coaxed and 
threatened, but with results hardly satisfactory. Some days 
the rooms have been too cold and frequently they have 
proved too warm for comfort and health. It is doubtful if 
new arrangements can be delayed much longer. Something 
should be done. 


SCILOOL GROUNDS. 

Our predecessors in office for several years have made ar- 
rangements with the proprietors of the Hilton lot for its use 
as a play ground. We have met no parties with whom 
either to confirm the old contract or to make a new one. 
Fencing next the highway is practically abandoned, greatly 
to the inconvenience of adjacent owners. Is it a part of our 
business, or can we wisely make it so, to see that suitable 
fences be kept up between the school and Hilton lots and 
adjoining lands?

WATER, ETC. 
~Could good wel's of water at the school grounds be se- 

cured at. a reasonable expense, they certainly would be a 
creat convenience to the scholars, neighbors and _ travelling 
public. Some way should be devised to keep the outbuild- 
ings on the village school grounds in a more presentable and 
wholesome condition. This subject should receive immedi- 
ate attention. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

The text books in use the past year have been Lippiccott’'s 
Readers, Swinton’s Grammar, Eclectic Geographies, White’s 
and Fish-Robinson’s Arithmetics, Shepard’s Penmanship, 
Barnes’ and Swinton’s Histories, Meservey’s Book-keeping, 
Hutchison’s Physiology, Wentworth’s Algebra and Geome- 
try, Hart’s Rhetoric, Norton’s Natural Philosophy, Allen & 
Greenough’s Latin Grammar, Jones’ Latin Reader. Me- 
servey’s Political Economy has been introduced as a suitable 
treatise on that important subject. The People’s Cyclopedia 
has been placed in the school at Piscassic. To furnish text 
books at the expense of the town doubtless would have some 
advantages, but it would be accompanied with many incon- 
veniences. 

GENERAL SUMMARY. 

The enumeration by the selectmen of the school children 
in town, between the ages of five and fifteen years, gives us 
the same number as last year—65 boys and 69 girls. The 
whole number of different scholars entered upon our school 
registers, from four years of age and upward, attending 
schoo! 1 ot less than two weeks, is 150—boys 74, girls 76, 
The average number of pupils belonging to the schools in 
town is 120. The average daily attendance has been 101. 
The percentage of daily attendance has been .8624. The 
number of pupils under six years of age is 16; over sixteen, 
6; between six and sixteen, 128. The number of scholars in 
town studying reading is 154 ; spelling, 154 ; penmanship, 152 ; 
arithmetic, 151; geography, 97; grammar, 67; compositign,

61; history, 36; physiology, 15; book-keeping, 19 ; algebra, 
11, geometry, 4; ancient history, 10; Latin, 10; rhetoric, 9 ; 
natural philosophy, 8. The largest number of pupils in any 
school is 57 and the smallest number is 21. Twelvescholars are 
attending school in other places. Visits by superintendent, 
54; by other members of the board, 22; by parents and 
friends, not including closing examinations, 237. Closing 
examinations, 5; school houses, 3; schools, 4; teachers, 5. 

q TEACHERS. 

The several schools in town opened under the care of the 
same teachers as at the close of the previous year. ‘Three 
of the four have continued in charge of their respective 
schools during the entire year. Their methods of instruction 
and discipline, together with their eminent success in the 
several schools, are already matters of well known history 
with us. They richly deserve our thanks and continued con- 
fidence. Teachers selected with care ought seldom to be re- 
moved. Frequent change of teachers will ruin any school. 

At the close of the spring term Miss Abbie M. Cushing 
resigned her position as teacher of the Intermediate school. 
She had held her trust seven terms, much to her credit, 
oreatly to the advantage of her pupils, and to the entire sat- 
isfaction of all patrons of the school. Immediately upon the 
resignation of Miss Cushing, now Mrs. Edwin W. Standley, 
many applications for the place were received. The board 
had no occasion to question tue scholarship and practical qual- 
ifications of the several applicants, and they unanimously 
elected Miss Lucy A. Peabody to fill the vacancy. She is 
a graduate of the Robinson Female Seminary at Exeter and 
of the Normal School at Salem, Mass. With quiet manners, 
thorough scholarship and trained methods of instruction, 
Miss Peabody is doing good work in her school. In all our 
schools the closing examinations have proved very satisfac- 
tory. The entertainment by the Grammar school in the 
Town Hall is worthy of particular mention,—well planned, 
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largely attended, grandly successful, far beyond highest ex- 
pectation. 
INTERRUPTIONS. 

Our schools have suffered serious interruptions the past 
yo2ar. May Day was celebrated April 19th. Following the 
recommendation of Governor Currier, Arbor Day, April 
29th, was observed by setting out trees and starting flower 
beds on the school grounds. The schools were closed May 
13th to allow the teachers to attend the Institute at Ports- 
mouth. Our pupils took part in the appropriate services of 
Memorial Day, May 30th. In the month of October, diph-. 
theria invaded our homes and filled our hearts with serious 
apprehension, though no extensive epidemic prevailed. ‘The 
close of the schools for two weeks and the continued irregu- 
lar attendance of pupils greatly marred the school work of 
the year. We mourn the death of Annie C. Foley, one of 
our beloved scholars of the Grammar school. Her school- 
mates furnished a floral pillow with ANNIE in purple let- 
ters for the casket.
